“The condition of Roumania,” Lord Rob- 
ert Cecil continued, ‘‘causes ug grave regret. But 
there is-no reason to suppose the operations 
there will affect the result of the war, which 
must be fought out aon the main fronts. The 
conditions under which we will accept peace 
overtures remain the same as outlined several 
months ago.” 

Asked concerning the origin of the allega- 
tion in The Morning Post editorial that Ger- 
many had offered the entente powers generous 
peace. terms in return for a free hand in Central 
and South America, Lord Robert Cecil said: 

“Of course, it is well known that Germany 
had very definite ambitions in, Central and 
South America, even before the war, but I am 
unaware of any peace having been offered us on 


the terms mentioned by the Post. We have no 
knowledge that such overtures ever had been 
made here.”

A Berlin wireless despatch says that the 
battle with the Russians in the Carpathians and 
in eastern Transylvania contines with stubborn- 
ness on a front of 400. kilometres, about 248 
miles. It adds that the Russian forces are being 
renewed constantly. : 

The Cologne Gazette publishes an uncon- 
firmed report that the Russian _troops have ar- 
rived at Bucharest. 

A Petrograd despatch says: The new Rus- 
sian drive inté the wooded district of the Car- 
pathians which began three days ago with the 
purpose of ‘diverting part of Gen. von Falken- 
hayn's troops from the Roumanian front and 
preventing a further Invasion of Roumania on 
the Transylvanian side, is acquiring momentum 
as it proceeds. The drive, reports received here 
say, has now developed into operations on a 
largg scale on a line of 200 miles from Koros- 
nez, in the Carpathians, to the River Dovtain 
on the, Roumanian-Hungarilan frontier. 

The important line of communications from 
Kirlibaba to Maramaros Sziget, which posses- 
ses especial value on account of the scarcity of 
railways and good roads in thig region, is.now 
under control of the Russians on the neighbor- 
ing heights. :

_ the King to Consent to Recon- 
‘struction of Government, With a 
View to Most Effective Prosecu- 
tion of the War--Will Make State- 


ment in House of Commons To- 
day Regarding the Crisis. 


London, Dec. 4.—It is stated Lloyd George handed to Mr. 
Asquith yesterday afternoon his resignation as secretary for 
war, A few hours after news of this sudden turn had startled 
the country, it was Officially announced that Premier Asquith 
hed decided to advise the King to consent to'the reconstruction 
ofthe government. This move, it was emphasized, was for the 
purpose of bringing about the most effective prosecution of the 

‘war. The statement read: 

“The Prime Minister, with a view to the most effective 
Prosecution of the war, has decided to advise His Majesty to 
consent to the reconstruction of the government.” 

What will be the changes in the coalition cabinet is a mat- 
ter of conjecture. It {s quite impossible that both Lloyd George 
and Premier Asquith will retain their offices after the most 
critical upheaval in British politics since the beginning of the 
War.” It is just as possible that the recent predictions that Premi- 
er Asquith would be replaced by Lioyd George will come true. 
‘s It is generally believed that by his res! lon Lloyd George 
has indicated his belief.in the power of the opposition to defeat 
the Premier. But Asquith ‘has‘now stolen much of Lloyd George’s 
thunder. The latter Has constantly expressed his dissatisfaction 
with the conduct of the war. The Premier, by announcing his 

- determinathion to bring about “the most effective prosecution 
of the war,” has made big concession to Lloyd George and per- 
saved his own office. ; f 

«/ Through. the day.there have been: many hurried consulta- 
tions and meetings of party leaders at the premier’s residence. 
? Premier Asquith will see the King today and will subse- 
quently make a statement in the House of Commons in explana- 
' tion of the governmental crisis and the steps planned to meet 
it. Lioyd George held a long consultation with the premier this 
afternoon and another with the Earl of Derby, under secretary 
for war. . 

The conflict has become what amounts almost to a fight be- 
tween representatives of the old governing classes of Great 
Britain and leqders of the new democracy. Lloyd George and 
his ‘adherents declare the methods of their opponents in the 
present war council have been characterized by dilatoriness and 
* indecision, and that the possibility of a decisive victory for Great 
Britain is now. almost extinct. They contend further that their 
opponents are old, outworn men, whose strength cannot deal 
with a crisis like the present. ; | 

Before tendering his resignation,’ Lloyd George suggested | 
a compromise, but he must have known the impossibility of its, 
acceptance, for it included the exclusion of Asquith and Balfour 
from the war council and the substitution for them of Sir Ed- 
ward Carson. t ? : 

Lloyd George undoubtedly holds the complete confidence of 
the country. His work in the munitions department and in the 
war office has made him indispensable in the eyes of his country- 
men. It, after he and his followers leave the coalition, he car- 


spellbinding tour through the principal cities, demanding 
stronger policies in the conducting of the-war, he will undoubt- 
edly sweep the people before him, with ult that.a general 
parlamentary election will unquestionably send him back to 
Westminster as prime minister. ) 

Such a result,‘in any case, is believed to be’only a question 
of time, but the best judges of the situation believe Asquith may 
force matters by resigning himself, together with his entire fol- 
lowing. 4

FOE CONTINUES BIG ATTEMPTS ON 
BUCHAREST. $ 


LONDON, Dec. 6.—Anxiety concerning the 
turn of events in Roumania chiefly concerning 
the situation north of Bucharest, where the Ger- 
mans are continuing to advance on Bucharest 
and Ploecht! from Titu Junction and Tergovis- 
tea. oumanian efforts to stop the progress of 
the foe continue to be unsuccessful. 

South of Bucharest the Russians who had 
come up and attacked the enemy at a point 
eleven miles out of the city have extended their 
forces to the lowlands of the Danube and have 
begun to attack the Bulgarians. Berlin says 
that these attacks were repulsed, but the battle 
is continuing with the Russians endeavoring to 
break through and cut off the enemy from his 
Danube base. 

As described by the various official commu- 
nications, the Bulgarians and Germans were 
being kept at arm’s length from Bucharest in 
their attempted advance from the south and a 
furious struggle is proceeding in this region for 
the possession of vantage points for the open- 
ing of a bombardment on the,capital’s defences. 
The 9th army under Field Marshal von Macken- 
sen, nofth of Bucharest; drove back some Rou- 
manian rearguards and crossed the Bucharest- 
Tergovistea-Petrosita railway to the eastward. 
Fierce fighting is proceeding on the left wing 
of the Danube army south of Bucharest, and on 
its,eastern wing the Russians have come up and 
begun attacks. Berlin says that these assaults 
which were launched in the Danube lowlands 
were. repulsed.

CANADIANS GAINED VICTORY IN 15-MIN-

OTTAWA, Ont., Dec. 6.—The first fight of 
the Canadians on the Somme is going down to 
history as one of the gems of Canadian war per- 
formance. 

Only ‘one battalion, the 2nd Ontario Batt. 
was involved. The thousand men-went over the 
parapet at 4 o’clock in the afternoon of a bright, 
sunshiny day. A moving picture camera took 
them as they. jumped into No Man’s Land to 
dash for the German salient trench four hun- 
dred yards out. The men disappeared into the 
smoke which the bombardment of their own 
heavy guns in the rear had hung over the Ger- 


Hi /man trench. 


In just fifteen minutes the camera caught 
two hundred Germans with their hands up burst- 
ing out‘of the smoke into which the Canadians 
had disappeared. At the same time word came 
back that the job was done, that four hundred

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It contains two and a half per. cent.: of 
pure alcohol. That means each glass con- 
tains 1.60 drains of pure alcohol; which is 

; equat to about a tablespoonful of common 

whiskey.. There are lots of men that would 
not be visibly affected by a gallon of it, but 
there are many others who will be affected 
by one glass, and who will be made silly 
(poisoned) by. two or three glasses. Science 
tells us that even the man who does not 
show any ill effects from drinking a gallon 
‘of it ig rendered less fit for work and less 
able to resist disease after he has taken on- 
ly a few glasses. Then weshould not forget 
the poor fellow who is made crazy far more 
by a single teaspoonful of. whiskey. He 
constitutes the principal. reason for the 
churches. giving up the use of fermented 
wine. 

So much for the alcohol, but what of the 
other ‘poisonous substances contained in 

‘temperance beer? Science tells us that all 
malt liquors contain hop acids, lupulin, and 
various other preservatives. There must be 
a certain. percentage alcohol to kill the 
germs of fermentation; if not, other pre- 
servatives must be added which are injuri- 
ous to the health. The weaker the beer in 
alcohol the more preservatives are required 
to keep it from spoiling. If preservatives: 
are harmful in canned goods and milk, 
which are used in small quantities, what 
must be the effect in beer which is swallow- 
ed in such immense quantities? 

Dr. W. S. Hall, Professor of Physiology, 
in the Western University Medical School, 
Chicago, says:—“Summing up the matter 
we find that’ the man who uses a quart of 

-- beer daily expends enough for it to buy 
- three’ loaves of bread for-his family. He 
gets for himself a trivial amount of nour- 
ishment, worth half a cent, and takes into 
his system nearly two ounces of a narcotic 
poison the influence of which is to make 
him less alert and therefore more amenable 
to accidents, to make him less-fit for his 
work and to. make him more likely to suf- 
fer from toxing and infections.” That re= 
fers to beer which contains a little more 
than twice as much alcohol as our so-called 
temperance beer.

The Canadian Patriotic Fund Helps 
to Keep Many Policies Alive. 













The vast amount of work under- 
taken by the Canadian Patriotic Fund 
for the relief and assistance of sol- 
diers’ dependents will probably never 
be fully appreciated. In most cases 
this work Is carried on by voluntary 

effort, and as the organization ex- 
tends into almost every. town and 
hamlet {in the Dominfon but few de- 
serving cases can be overlooked. In 
the Department of Insurance, for in- 
stance, the Montreal branch last 
month saved for twenty-two families 
policies which would otherwise have 
lapsed and been lost to the benefici- 
aries. These policies represented in- 
surance to the value of about $30,- 
000, the annual premiums being over 
$800. In all this branch {s looking 
after insurance representing not leas 
than §60,000. In other words, 
‘through carelessness or fancied ina- 
| bility to pay premiums, this amount 
{of protection to soldiers’ dependents 
| would have been lost if the organ!- 
ization had not financially assisted in 
keeping the policies allve. In addi- 
ton to what the organization is di- 
rectly financing, the total amount of 
insurance saved to dependents with- 
in two years by the Committee's ad- 
vice and counsel Is in excess of $200,- 
000, a

There was a prospect yesterday: afternoon that the personal 
offices of the King might solve the situation and many thought 
that the Asquith regime might be continued. The King called 
the party leaders to Buckingham Palace and conferred with 
them for more than an hour. Mr. Asquith: and Mr. Lloyd George 
of the Liberals, Mr. Bonar Law and' Mr. Balfour of the Union- 
ists, and Mr. Henderson of the Labor Party were with the 
sovereign. It is many years since a British ruler assembled the 
representatives of the different factions face to face when they| 
had shown themselves unable to’ settle their differences. But 
no such serfous crisis hag arisen: before to require such action 
by the King. 

Whatever passed in council is held secret, but tlie inference 
that the King tried to arrange a reconciliation appears a most 
natural one.. The five statesmen departed separately, four in 
thelr motor cars and the workingmen’s spokesman afoot. 

Afterwards, the King gave an audience to Mr. Bonar Law, 
who declined to undertake the formation of a new ministry, 
and then to Mr. Lloyd George, who accepted the responsibility, 
as everyone anticipated he would if the opportunity came to hiin. 

The official announcement last night that Mr. Lloyd George 
had undertaken the task, with the co-operation of Mr. Bonar 
Law, was a notification that the new goévrnment would be co- 

alifion. ‘Any party government would be impossible because | 
neither the Unionists nor the Liberals have a mapority in the 
House of Commons; either one must attach the Irish National- 
ists or the Laborites to itself to command a majority..

Do net 
crowd into a vase flowers enough to 
wapply half a dozen vam Whee 
grouping cat flowers remenmer that 
quailty and not quantity is what 
should govern.

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NEW WAR PROGRAMME TO BE CARRIED 
OUT. 


LONDON, Dec, 11.—Lord Northcliffe's or- 
gan, The Weekly Dispatch, says that, Premier 
Lloyd George’s war programme comprises the 
following: 

First—The arming of merchantmen in order to 
fight the submarine peril. -- 

Second—The preparation for the spring offen- 
sive. 

Third—The mobilization of the civil population 
between the ages of sixteen and sixty. 

Fourth—The making effective of the blockade.

Sergt. Ted Yeomans writes to his 
brother, Master Asa, and gives some 
new and amusing experiences and 
impressions from the battlefront as 
follows:— 

France 25th Noy. 1916. 
Dear Asa,— é 

I know it is a long time since I 
wrote to you last but I know you 
|won’t mind ss I've had ‘to write so 
many of you. I got both your letters 
and, as you write me scarcely more 
than I write you, you may be surue I 
felt like having a celebration when I 
received two in less than two weeks. 

You asked me a bunch of quues- 
tions, so I'll start right in to answer 
them. 

|T'll have to use both sides of this 
paper ag they might halse a row if 
they found me usulng message forms 
but It’s all I have.) 

You asked n.e4f I carry a revolver. 
Well, I am not forced to\carry one, 
but can if I like to buy my own. I did 
buy a.Harrington and Richardson 32 
callbre one time from a friend of 
mine for five franca (one dollar) but 
it was in a position where our for- 
ward station wag in danger of being 
surrounded by Fritz and I felt safer 
when I was dressed Jike a cowboy. J 
only got two cartridges with ft/but I 
didn’t care about that. I xnew I was 
Dead Shot Dick, but still thought I 
might be able to ralse a dent on some 
Fritzie’s coco With one of the shots. 
Everybody tried to tease me into 
thinking it wouldn’t puncture the 
skin unless I fired it a ta range below 


fifteen yards, but I told them I might; 


be able to stu an rat with one of the 
shots and tame him. I never got a 
chance, however, and when we moved 
out of that position, I got tired of 
carrying my “pea-shooter,” as they 
called it, around with me, so one day 
T had a ta:k with a fellow about 
what a nice useful thing it is to 
have a 32 revolver with you at the 
front and convinced him so well that 
he sald he wished he had one. So I 
told him how I had one that I didn’t 
need at the time and finally sold it to 
him for seven francs ($1.40) and 
told him I'd give him the two cart- 
ridges into the bargain. He wanted 
to know if that was all the ammuni- 
tion I had for it, so I told him that 
that was all he needed and that if he 
only shot them right he could wipe 
out the whole German army with all 
that many cartridges; and anyway 
{t wasn’t made much for shooting 
people with as for knocking them out 
with the butt. I don’t know if he be- 
lieved all that I told him, but I got 
tid of the gun which was the main 
thing ond besides ws the richer by 
two francs, so I should worry.

Casualties have been great 
and divisions at the front must be kept supplied with men and 
Naturally, commanding officers keenly feel dis- 


thier units intact, but, for reasons above stated, senior officers 
cannot be absorbed here.

The vegetable crop tn 1916 came 
very near to being a total fallure. 
This is particularly true of Ontario. 
Turnips, Alone, in this province, gave 
a satisfactory yield. But even this 
old reliable friend of the cheap 
boarding-housekeeper costs this year 
four times as much as {fn the season 
of 1915. Last year there were enor- 
mous ylelds of nearly everything in 
the catalogue, with the exception of 
potatoes.

British Forces Now Dominate Mesopotamian City—German 
Losses at Verdun Are 40,000 According to Report From

FRENCH WIN VERDUN FIGHT AGAINST SUPERIOR 
NUMBERS. 

PEPPER HILL, Verdun Front., Dec. 16.—A short, sharp 
battle brought to the French today their third smashing victory 
within a period of two months in the vicinity of Verdun. Every 
objective point of the French commanders was obtained with 
chronometric accuracy. 

Althought. the Germans offered a desperate defensive they 
were like soft clay in the hands of the French troops, who 
squeezed them into any shape they liked, and only ceased to han- 
dle them when their own time came. 

Thousands of German prisoners poured into the French 
lines during the day, including 200 officers and large groups are 
still arriving. The total count already is 7,500. (The latest 
French official statement says the nunmber of prisoners ex- 
ceeds 9,000). : 

One division alone captured over 1200 Germans within an 
hour. More than eighty large and small German cannon were 
captured or destroyed and many others are known to be buried. 

The villages of Vacherauville, Louvrement and Bezonvaux 
and Hardaumont Wood are now in French hands.

FRENCH FINISH VERDUN DASH WITH SUCCESS, 

LONDON, Dec. 18.—The French increased their victory at 

Verdun by advancing from their new 
of the Meuse and capturing Bezonvaux Village and making pro- 
gress in the Caurleres Wood, it was announced 1n last night’s 
official communication issued at Paris. 
In the evening their progress drew upon them a: violent 
German counter-attack, aimed directly at their positions on the 
Cote du Poivre. Ata given signal, the French three-inch guns 
were turned on the advancing waves of the enemy and they 
brought the foe up short. The new front was consolidated in its 
entirety. Prisoners continued to be brought back. 

The total number of Germans taken in the advance ex- 
ceeds 9,000, of whom 250 are officers. Up to the time of report- 
ing, the French have counted 81 guns as captured or destroyed. 

The action was followed by encounters betWeen patrols and 
a heavy bombardment by the Germans of the new Ines at Vach- 
erauville and Bezonvaux, and notably in the sector of the 
Chambrette Farm. 

A Paris despatch says: Gen. Nivelle, recently appointed com- 
mander-in-chief of the armies in the north and northeast; was 
Present with Gen. Petain, commander of the French forces in 
the Soissons-Verdun sector, ip the successful operations on 
Dec. 15, northwest of Verdun, botht having collaborated in the 
preparation. Upon leaving Verdun for his new headquarters, 
Gen. Nivelle, in taking leave oif his staff, spoke as follows: 

“The test is conclusive, our method has Proved sound. Once 
more the secqnd army has just asserted in the highest degree 
its moral and material ascendency over the enemy. Victory is 
certain, I give you assurance. Germany will learn it to her 
cost.” : 

A Berlin despatch says: “French forces yesterday continued 
their attack on the east bank of the River Meuse, in the Ver- 
dun region, says today’s German army headquarters’ statement, 
and after a violent struggle captured Bezonvaux and the wood 
to the west of that village. The French advance was checked 
in front of German positions on heights north of Bezonvaux. 
Attempts of British detachments to enter German trenches near 
Hannescamps, south of Arras were sanguinarily repulsed.

Sup- 
pose he has winnowed the truth to 
the last grain, what next? He knows 
that a certain number of men of 
eligible age, earning good wages, or 
i¢ may be loafing, having no fathers, 
mothers, wives, or children, who 
would suffer hardship if they were 
Killed, are available for the war if 
they care to go. What does Chair- 
man Bennett do then? Why the 
same old thing—he works on the 
men with argument and exhorta- 
tion. How does that help? Not at 
all. 

The fact of the matter is that the 
census will give no great Alip to re- 
cruiting in Canada. What is needed 
is an inspiration, an example, Some- { 
body has called {t moral compulsion 
—a good name for it. Where men 
can be sure that they go to the front 
in a good cause and not as the dupes 
of consclenceless profiteers who re- 
main behind and fleece the people, 
then recruiting will take a great 
jump. Premier Borden, no doubt, 
imagined that recruiting would liven 
up when he got rid of Sir Sam, that 
hero having got in wrong with 
Tommy Atkins generally, But the 
remedy did not work, possibly be-, 
cause the public cames to the con- 
clusion that Sir Sam was only a 
symptom and that the real disease 
lay deeper. At all events recruiting 
lags. 

The new arrangements by which

Huge Demand for Leather, 


The Government's demand for 
leather is enormous, There is a great- 
er shortage of leather than the Gov- 
ernment anticipated. Between Sep- 
tember 30, and November 15 they 
will require a further 9,000,000 feet 
of upper leatber for the Cossack. 
Also they require 7,000,000 feet for 
ankle boots for the British army, 
these boots t> be delivered between 
October 1 and \December 30. Sole 
leather Is equally a serious proposi- 
tion, The Russian Government have 
given the English Government an 
order and are prepared to take up to 
40,000,000 feet of upper leather for 
shipment between now and the mid- 
dle of November, These figures are 
far away the biggest, and fairly put 
anything that bas ever been beard of 
before In the shade for such a short 
delivery period. This meuns that 
there may practically be no civillan 
leather available in a very short 
thme, it being the Government's in- 
tention to put a toothcomb through 
the market and take cverything they 
cap use, whether it is suitable or un- 
suitable.—Tit-Bits,

British Admiral Married Miss Fidld 
of Chicago Who is Now « Great

HERE has*been much intel- 
ligent comment in the lead- 
ing American papers upon 
the recent changes in the 

British navy commands, which are 
universally approved, It is natural 
that any promotion for Sir David 








Beatty should give satisfaction in 


the United States, for the Admiral’s 
wife was Miss Field, of Chicago, the 
only daughter of the late Marshall 
Field. Sir David, moreover, has 
many friends jn the American. navy, 
for he associated with them at the 
time of the Boxer rising in China, 
when he was in command of the bat- 
tleship Barfleur. Cunllffe Owen in 
The New York Times says that he 
showed great pluck and resourceful- 
ness in connection with the capture 
of two Chinese batteries. At the 
bead of two hundred bluejackets he 
was twice wounded, the result being 
that he was promoted to the rank of

captain, though only 29 years old. 
He had been under fire before, when 
he took command of the gunboat 
flotilla on the Nile, Admiral Colville 
having been wounded, and fought the 
enemy determinedly. 

The story told of Beatty, when in 
charge of the British squadron risit- 
ing Kronstadt, draining a huge 
bumper of champagne without taking 
the beaker from his lips, and thus 
making a profound impréssion upon 
his hosts, is widely quoted, Indeed, 
it is safc that by this feat of what 
one might call draughtsmanship he 
contributed more than he or his off- 
cers could have done in any other 
way to the success of the visit that 
proved so fertile in political results. 
Not so favorable was the impression 
he created in Kiel when in 1913 he 
and his squadron visited that port to 
greet the Kaiser. Night had fallen 
before Kiel was reached and as there 
was dense fog the people of Kiel sup- 
Posed that the British squadron 
would anchor outside. To their 
astonishment when they awoke in 
the morning they found the British 

hips lying at anchor in port. it 

uld not havo been entirely ugree- 
able for them to feel that Beatty 
knew his way into Kiel harbor at 
night and in a thick fog, and requir 
ed not even a German pilot. 

On this visit the Kaiser, as was his 
wont, feted the visiting sailors Jn 
royal style, and was profuse [In his 


compliments to their commander. Sir * 


David Beatty was Invited to dine with 
his Majesty one evening and after 
dinner the table was cleared and the 
order given for beer and fifteen boxes 
of matches, Spreading out the 
matches the Kaiser proceeded to in- 
struct the visiting British oMcers as 
to how, ships ought to be handled in 
modern conditions of naval warfare, 
He manipulated the little sticks with 
such ingenuity and daring that the 
fivet he supposed himself to be com- 
manding achieved a remarkable vic- 
tory. Subsequently Beatty was ask- 
ed for bis opinion of the Kaiser's 
strategy, and briefly replied: “Extra. 
ordinarily clever for an amateur, but 
hopelessly futile in real warfare." 

Sir David Beatty and his wife are 
said to enjoy to an unusual degree 
the friendship of King George and 
Queen Mary, They have been neigh- 
bors for several summers, for Lady 
Beatty leased a castle near Balmoral, 
where the Beattys frequently enter- 
tained the King and Queen, The 
friendship of the two ladies ts said 
to be all the more remarkable in vie, 
of the Queen's well-known dislike wo! 
divorces, and Lady Beatty before be. 
coming the wife of the British safle: 
was the wife of A. M. Tree, Chicago 
whom she divorced, and who hax 
since dled, though at thetime when 
Queen Mary showed marked pleus 
ure In Lady Beatty's society her first 
husband was living. Notwithstau.. 
ing the Royal favor which Sir Davi. 
is known to possess, it has never 
been hinted that his rapid premotion 
has had any other cause than his 
own merits.

If the blond type disappears, there 
will be no more blue-eyed girls and 
QO more munitions of war, It {s un- 
likely the nations will elect to fight 
with bows and arrows, and éonse- 
quently war will be cast into the dis- 
card, 

Records kept in one of the big 
munition factories in England show 
that girls with blue eyes can earn $5 
& week more than girls with black, 
brown, or hazel eyes. 

» Because of this fact the managers 
of munition plants are more inter- 
ested in the color of the girls’ eyes 
than in their ages, previous condi- 
tions of servitude or the brand of tal- 
cum powder they employ, . 

Other things being equal, blue- 
eyed damsels are placed in charge of 
the most dangerous machinery in 
munition plants or are employed in 
Juggling the big shells containing 
the high explosives. sag 

“Experience has shown,” the Brit-, 
ish munitions expert says, “that girls 
with blue eyes have cool, calculating, 
unemotional temperaments, which 
render them more reliable in emer- 
gencies than their black and brown- 
eyed sisters. 

“Gray-eyed girls come next in 

ue, then hazel, and finally brown 
black-eyed damsels,” 

In support of this theory it may 
be sald.that history shows that pos- 
sessors of blue eyes. have always 
come to the front In callings where 
presence of mind is essential. This 
is especially true of military leaders. 

Of course there are a few brown 
and black-eyed girls employed in 
munition factories, but they are not 
promoted as rapidly as the girla with 
the orbs of blue, and because of their 
pecullar temperament many quit and 
follow more peaceful pursuits. 

With the passing of the blue-eyed 
girl and her blue-eyed brother will 
come a race of black-eyed people, ac- 
cording to the British scientist, This 
Means that the munition factories 
will have to go out of business unless 
science can produce a blue dye that 
wilt change the color of the iris. with- 
out injuring the sight. -

One name of interest In connection 
with the Kongo is that of Sir Roger 
Casement, who was hung in England 
for high treason, Sir Roger, when 
British Consul at Boma, the Kongo 
capital, made a journey through the 
upper regions of the great river 
basin {n 1903, after which he mado 
a@ famous report alleging many at- 
trocities in the treatment of natlves. 

The most interesting settlement in 
German East Africa is Ujiji, a town 
of 14,000 inhabitents, chiefly Arabs, 
This slave and ivory mart of the 
nineteenth century was first visited 
by Europeans In 1858, when Richard 
Burton and J. H. Speke discovered 
Lake Tanganyika, on whose eastern 
shores the town is situated, 

Of even more interest, however, is 
the fact that it was here that Henry 
M.. Stanley's famous undertaking to 
find the lost explorer, David Living- 
ston, was accomplished on October 
28, 1871. 





Weather Kind to England. 


Weather, -vhich is again bamper- 
ing the onerations of our armies, has 
in all times influenced the course of 
‘battles, observes The London Chron- 
icle.

If all of the guns of modern war- 
fare could be discarded and hos-

The reason why Russians would 
excel at warfare of this kind is that 
they all inhorit the skill with the 
sword, the battle-axe, the spear, and 
the knife, that has’ been handed 
down through many generations of 
ancestors who were adept with these 
Weapons. This explains why a Rus- 
sian bayonet charge is still a thing 
to be dreaded, and why the Cossacks 
are able to work such havoc with 
their sabres, 

- If Russia should ever reach the 
.Dolnt of exhaustion and her enemies 
force thelr way Into the heatt of the 
empire, it is probable that the ‘ast 
desperate stand of the Russian forces 
would be made with the aid of wea- 
pons which have long gone out of 
general use, Of these old weapons 
Russia has an almost unlimited quan- 
tity. Almost every household boasts 
of several which have been handed 
down as heirlooms, and in the gov- 
ernment museums and some of the 
arsenals there are quantities more.

Chinese Army a Menace. 

China's toughest problem now is 
bow to disband the army raised dur- 
ing the revolutién. The Govern- 
ment, hard pressed for money, will 
have to raise at least $30,000,000 to 
pay off the 800,000 men under arms; 
and unpaid soldiers are always a 
menace in China. Coolles regard 
military service as a vory desirable 
occupation.

“The Red Watch”. 
By Leut-Col. Cur y 


t 








NE of the officers of the frst 
contingent of the Canadian 
~ Expeditionary Force has 
_ published a book. bearing 
the title “The Red Watch” in whica 
he telis the story of the first mea 
~ who went across the water to uphold 
the honor of Canada on the battle- 
fields of Europe. The book ig from 
the pen of Lieut.-Colonel J..A. Curry, 
MLP., commandant of the 15th Bat- 
talion, drawn from the 48th High- 
landers of Toronto. The Canadian 
Kilties, now known as the Red 
Watch, crossed to Flandefs with the 
First Canadian Division, and Lieut.- 
Colonel Curry remained at the front 
until after the Battle of St, Julien. 
His book recounts the story of the 
frst Canadian contingent from the 
time of the moblilzution in August, 
1914, until after the historic strug- 
gle on the Salient of Ypres climaxcd 
in the Battle of St. sulien. This is 
Indeed the’ climax of. the story, for 
after the beiaey Aad 212 of the To- 
ronto HighlanGers out of 1,034 an- 
swered the roll call. 

The book contains glimpses of the 
light and the dark side of warfare. 
One incident attending the departure 
for the fyont deserves to be recgrded: 

“The” men were in great good 
humor. They were singing Uke larks, 
Seme of them bad left newly married 
wives at home in England. One at 
least, one of my best men, was too 
much married, as he had left two 
wives behind. He had joined the 
regiment in Toronto and had given 
his separation allowance to a wild in 
Paisley. When we got to Salisbury 
another woman wrote from Glasgow 
saying she was his wife and claiming 
the allowance. In an unfortunate 
moment he had taken a trip to Pals- 
ley, and wife No, 1 had pounced on 
him while be was visiting Wife No. 2, 
and there was a scene, She wrote to 
me threatening to have him arrested 
for bigamy. I saw this. would not 
do, as there were three interests de- 
manding satisfaction, First, there 
was his duty to the King. It had 
cost a lot of tmoney to train him and 
bring him so far. He would be no 
use to the King in jail for bigamy, 
and would ts only a further expense 
to the country, and a good soldier 
would be lost to the service. So l

of British men about the 
Flanders town in the aut- 

uma of 1914 has dimmed the vision 
|for the fighting, as mighty- and as 
splendid, that held the line on either 
flank. Who of us. knows really well 
the story of French valor that held 
obdurate against all assaults the 
gtim fronts of Arras? How many 
know, even in essence, the history of 
that superb Belgian remnant that 
beat the rules of war, that held 
where it should not have held, and 
that, along the charnel reachey of 
Yser, staunched the German passion 
for the Channel coast as effectively 
and as marvellously as did our own 
men? aay 2 

Yet the story of those Belgians is 
as marvellous as our own Ypres 
story, so that now when the second 
anniversary of this Thermopylz of 
the marshes has passed, it is perhaps 
fair for us to consider and appreciate 
some of the marvels done by a hand- 
ful of brave men in the furry and 
mud of the frat wild months of Ar- 
mageddon, 

The Belgian army that fell back to 
the coastal regions after Antwerp 
had capitulated was a handful,-and 
a battered handful, Elghty thou- 
sand men were there, but 48,000 of 
these alone had the means to fight. 
They had suffered savage blows, they ; 
bad endured comfortless conditions, 
they lacked food and water, ammuni-. 
tion and equipment, 


t 


thelr . clothes 
were a mockery of covering, they had 
endured the bitterness and depres- 
sion of unrelieved defeat. They fell 
back mournfully, leaving their home-! 
land In the’ hands of the Germans, | 
and as they retired the Germans, out- 
numbering them three to one, came 
after. There was no opportunity to 
reorganize in the face of that pursuit 
until they came to safety and con- 
nected up with thelr Allies. That 
point of safety seemed to be the line 
of the Yser. Here, tne tired men 
thought, we will reorganize, we. will 
re-equip, and rest our wounds. Here 
at the Yser they received the order 
“Hold on for 48 hours. Reserves are 
; not up yet, Hold on.”

Physically at their last gasp, the! 
Belgian few yet expended their Jast | 
forces of spirit and courage and 
strength in resisting the power that 
should have crushed them, of hold- 
ing inviolable the vital, coastal wing 
of the Allies, It was a stubborn and 
incredible battle strung over a range 
of days, October 16 saw the first of 
the pressure, October 31 came before 
the Germans knew thgy had loat.

ROF. JOHN C. McLENNAN, 

Professor of Physics of the 
University of Toronto, in an 
address to the Empire Club, 
delivered mtly, sald: “Canada 
ought to requisition the aid of every 
scientific man who has anything to 
offer toward the conduct of the war. 

One thing which strikes the scientific 

man on coming into Canada {is the 


exceedingly smail extent to which 
the scientists of Canada are making 
contributions to their country at this 
time of war. .Most of the scientific 
men in this country are ‘expending.

The Canadian of- 
cer was blown to pieces, The Prus- 
sian evidently thought his villainy 
would pass unnoticed In the confu- 
sion of flying death, but several of 
our men had seen the whole affair 
and he paid the penalty. It is not 
strange therefore, if the German of- 
ficer when captured does not always 
find quite so amiable a reception as 
freets his rank and file.”

LIBRARY FURNISHINGS. 


A Five Piece Set That You Can Make 
at Home. . 

An interesting use of cretonne, bro- 
cade or any of the many materials 
which one encounters in the search for 
Ubrary fixings is shown in a set of 
five articles, all for the llbrary, and 

; which, when separated, will not give 
that fixed Iook of hating everything 
to match, 

First of all there ls a pillow. It may 
be square, oblong, round or oval. The 
material, if cretonne or soft silk. Is 
shirred on cords and caught in the 
middle under a covered button. A bit 
of plain material or an appliqued 6g- 
ure from the cretonne or figured linen 
may be substituted for the middle in- 
stead of the button.

Aluminum Girders and Hoops Line 
These Monster Balloens. 

The technical detulia In the countroc | 
thon of Zeppelin alr craft are exptain_ 
ed fn a journal uamed the! Aeruplane. 
The visible exterior part of the Zep 
petin is merely the cloth or fabric cur 
ering of the framework, which cuuxintx 
of sixteen girdern made of very thin 
aluminum. The girders run frum end 
to end of the ship. parallet for aiost of 
thelr length and turning inward. to 
meet one another at nome and cll 
The cylindrical body of the Zeppelin 
may therefore be xald to buve sixteen 
aides on account of tbe sixteen girders. 







+ | To keep’ thexe longitudiual girders, 


or “stringers.” In position there are 
thwartsbip girders, which run like 
boops around the ship and act tike the 
ribs of a boat. There are generally 
about eighteen boop girders, spaced an 
equal distance, ove from another. and 
they are braced across and across In- 
side cach boop to the next by wire 
bracing, so that they cut up the whole 
skeleton Into a succession of compart- 
ments, each of which—except the end 
compartments—bas flat ends and aix- 
teen sides. 

In each of these compartments fs a 
gas bag standing on Its edge. The 
fdea fs that if one gas bag springs a 
Jeak or {s punctured by a projectile 
only that one baz collapses, and the 
weighting of tbe sbip ts so arranged 
that even if four or five cas begs are 
entirely-deflated those that remain will 
float the ship after all ballast, ammon!- 
tion and other nonesxentials bave been 
thrown overboard.— London Standard.

LONDON, Dec. 20.—The announcement jn the House of 
Commons today by David Lloyd George, the new Prime Minister 
that the first act of his administration was the rejection of the 
proposal of the central powers for a peace conference constituted 
one of the most momentous scenes which the oldest parliamen- 
tary veteran had ever witnessed. 

The,.new premier declared that before the Allies could give 
favorable consideration to such an invitation, they must know 
that Germany was prepared to accede to the Allies’ terms, giv- 
ing “complete restitution, full reparation and efféctual guaran- 
tees,” and “to enter a conference upon the invitation of Ger- 
many, proclaiming herself victorious without any knowledge 
of her proposals would be putting our heads into a noose with 
the end of the rope in Germany's hands.” 

Mr. Lloyd George asserted: that at the moment Germany 
was penning the note, asserting her convictions as to the rights 
of other nations, she was dragging Belgians into slavery. He an=. 
nounced that the note presented through Washington contafnz 
ed no proposals of terms, but was a paraphrase of Chancellor 
yon Bethmann-Hollweg’s speech, and that the allies had sep- 
arately concluded to reject it, although they had informally ex- 
changed views, and would within a few days present a joint 
reply. 

Mr. Asquith, the former premier, seconded Lloyd George’s

Military Leaders to Do All the 
Talking, . 


EADERS, meet Mr, Luden- 
dorff, Quartermaster - Gen- 
eral Ludendorff, a German 
military hero discovered by 

Herbert Bayard” Swope, the corres- 
pondent of The New York World in 
Germany. According to Mr. Swope, 
his name Is inseparably linked with 
that of Hindenburg. Informed per- 
sons never mention one without the 
other.

Outside of Germany General Luden- 
dorff is not known. Being a junior 
to Hindenburg, ard at other times 
being junior to other officers, it is 
natural that his name should not 
have been advertised when his sen- 
iors accomplished anything of note. 
But in Germany there are those who 
hold that Hindenburg's success is 
chiefly due to the fact that he had 
Ludendorff to advise him. Luden- 
dorff, they say, is the real brains. He 
plans while Hindenburg applies the 
driving force. He must be a soldier 
of marked ability, for as soon 24 
Hindenburg had taken charge In the 
East he sent for Ludendorff, who 
went by special train from Liege to 
East Prussia. When Hindenburg 
was made Chief of the General Staf 
= took Ludendorff to Berlin with 
im, 

Ludendorff has neyer becn inter-! 
viewed, Mr.-Swope tells us. Some- 
times he has sat beside Hindenburg 
when this general was being inter- 
rogated by newspaper correspon- 
dents. On these occasions Luden- 
dorff throws In a remark now and 
then. “We do not think of peaco,” 
he observed once, ‘No way but war 
leads to peace.” Again he remark- 
ed, “There is no blind fate. Numer- 
ical superiority and danger exist only 
for the weak. A firm will commands 
fate." Hindenburg, as we know, Is 
much more loquacious, and as he 
talks he now and then glances at his 
silent adviser with the idea of noting 
whether his words please. Some- 
times in bls Ots of talkativeness, 
especially after hav’. fraternized 
with what Lloyd George callef ihe 
most deadly of England's foes, Hin- 
denburg bas attributed bis success to 
his subordinates, and those who 
have followed Ludendorff's career 
suppose that it Is chiefly this subor- |

LONDON, Dec. 19.—The speech of 
Premier Lioyd George in the House 
of Commons is looked forward to by 
the press and public as the most im- 
portant utterance of the kind since 
the memorable speeches which 
Viscount Grey discussed hether 
Great Britain would come into the 
war. 

Mr. Lloyd George has rocovared 
from bis indisposition and was at 
work Monday. He will rise to ad- 
dreas-the Commons to-day at about 
4 o'clock, and will probably speak 
for an hour and a half, 

The Prime Minister's speech will. 
be not only a reply to the German 
peace note, but will also outline the 
whole policy of the new national 
government, the trend of which may 
be roughly anticipated from the fact 
that the new ,ninistry-is avowedly 
in power for the definite object “‘of 
carrying on the war with all the 
vigor the nation can command to a 
successful end.” 

Telegraphing from Copenhagen the 
correspondent of The Exchange Tele- 
&raph Company quotes the Frank- 
furter Zeitung as saying: 

“Germany does not want a cessa- 
tion of fighting, but merely a confer- 
ence at which all the  belligerents 
shall openly state their peace pro- 
posals.

Too Few Producers, 


Writing in The London Magazine, 
Sir Leo .Chiozza Moncey, the well 
known M.P, and economist calls at- 
teation to the fact that the trouble 
witt Great Britain’s economic sys- 
tém in the past was that the country 
had too few producers. 

Previous to the war, he says—and 
he quotes figures to prove it—only 
one in three of the British male 
Population aged eighthpn or over was 
engaged directly in the production of 
industrial wealth. Continuing, he 
says: “Asa matter of fact, if we are 
to abolish poverty in our fand, it 1s 
necessary to draft not only more wo- 
men but more men into productive 
industry. Thus only can we get that 
plentiful supply of materia] commo- 
dities which fg necessary to’ obtain 
better houses, better home furnish- 
ings, better supplies of material for 
comfort, culture, sport and recrea- 
tion, Wo must have more produc- 
ers.” There fs no doubt that Britain 
is going to be a very changed country 
after the soldiers come ete from 
the war, The best brains 6f the old 
land are already being devoted to the 
solution of the problems that will 
then arise and after the manner in 
which it has stood the test of the 
greatest cataclysm in the history of 
the world @ is very unlikely that 
British genius will prove itself un-* 
able to devise an economic system 
whereby there will be work for all 
and a return for that work which 
will spell happiness and content- 
ment for all grades of society.

_ Mighty Past 


F the sreatness of the House 
of Hapsburg, from his- 
torical point of view, there 
fs no end. Hapsburgs have 

* been dukes and archdukes of Austria 

since 1282, Kings of Hungary and 
Bohemia since 1526, and Emperors 
of Austria since 1804. They have 
also been Roman Emperors, Kings 
of Spain, and German Kings, and in 
the reign of the Emperor Charles V., 
when the house reached the summit 
of its greatness, the Hapsburg do- 
minions spread themselves over 
some of the greatest and wealthicst 
states of Europe. . 

The history of the House of Haps- 
burg is complicated to the last de- 
gree, any just consideration of St 
would involve the writing of a very 
large part of European _ hisiory. 
Nevertheless, complicated as it is, 
Perhaps no other royal house pre- 
sents such marked characteristics, or 
bas preserved through the centuries 
a general policy go unchanged and 
unchanging. In the very early days 
of their history, the Hupsburgs were 
famous for the way In which they In- 
creased their possessions by judicious 


marriages, and they have been fam-{ 


ous for this ever since. It was thus 
that they first obtained possession of 
Bohemia, and It was thus also that 
*they frst obtained possession of Hun- 
gary. It was through his marriage 
with Mary, the daughter and heiress 
of Charles the Bold of Burgundy, In 
the fifteenth century, that Maximil- 
jan I. obtained possession of the 
Netherlands and other rich tfands 
belonging to the famous Duke; and 
in many other direetions, by tho 
same means and by other means, 
they added steudily lo their Inberit- 
ance. 

The name Hupsburg, which is a 
variant of the older name Habichts- 
burg, or Hawk's Castle, was taken 
from the Castle of. Hapsbarg, built 
on the banks of the Aar, not far 
from its junction with the Rhine, by 
the Bishop of Strasburg tn 1020. 
The Hapsburgs, however, do not 
begin to come certainly into history 
until the closing years of the Twelfth 
Century. About that time we Ond 
one Albert styling himself Count of 
Hapsburg, and increasing the area of 
the Hapsburg iands with all the 
characteristic Hapsburg astuteness, 
Some seventy years later, a Haps- 
burg, ih the person of Rudolph, was 
seated on the German throne, and 
thence onwurds they were foremost 
figures in Europezn history, 

Amongst the notable reverses inci- 
dental to their history in the Middle 
Ages must be mentioned the revolt 
of the Swiss. The Swiss people had 
chafed for many long years under 
the rule of the Hapsburgs, and the 
open struggle continued for nearly 
two centuries. Duke Leopold I. was 
defeated at Morxarten in 12315, and 
Leopold IIf. at Sempach in 1386, and 
so it went on, until the signing of 
the “Perpetual Peace,” in 1474, end- 
ed the rule of the Hapsburgs ino 
Switzerland. 

It was, however, within a com- 
paratively short tine of this reverse 
that the House of Hapsburg reached 
the height of its power. Charles V. 
was Emperor, He had succeeded ta 
all the hereditary lands of the 
Hapsburgs, and to the power and 
prestige which flowed to him as head 
of the Holy Roman Empire was 
added the wealth and commerce of 
the Netherlands, of spain, and of the 
Spanish colonies {n America. In 
Italy, he ruled over Sardiala, 
Naples, Sicily, and the duchy of 
Milan, whilst to his {inherited pos.’ 
sessions In the Netherlands he added 
Groningen, Gelterland, -and the bi- 
shopric of Utrecht. At the same time 
his brother Ferdinand was ruler over 
the Austrian archduchies and Tyrol, 
Bohemia with her dependent prov- 
inces, and a considerable part of 
Hungary, Thus, the House of Haps- 
burg had really only one rival in 
Europe, and that was the House of 
Valois in France,.and it was with the 
Valois that the Hapsbures, measpred 
swords so grimly, some two hundred 
years later, during “the war of the 
Spanish Succession, The- Austrian 
Hapsburgs fought long and bitterly 
with Louis XIV..of France for the 
Spanish possessions of the house, 
but the Grand Monarque was too 
strong for them, and, by the peace of 
Rastatt, Spain passed from the Haps- 
burgs to the Bourbons. 

The next creat landmark in the 
history ofthe Hapsburgs is, per- 
haps, afforded by the reign of Maria 
Theresa in the Eighteenth Century. 
The story of how her father, Charles 
VL, tried to secure her succession; 
how he issued the famous Pragmatic 
Sanction, which declared that the 
Hapsburg monarchy was indivisible, 
and that, in default of male heirs, a 
female could succeed to it; how he 
spared no ingenuity in securing the 
assent of all the powers to the ar- 
rangement; how, immediately on his 
daughter’s succession, many -of 
these Powers threw it aside and 
clamored to possess themselves of 
Hapsburg lands, 
Theresa Qnally triumphed, make up 
one of the great stories of history. 

And so, by way of the treaties of 
Paris and Vienna after the Napol- 
eonic wars, treaties which wero 
highly favorable to the Hapsburgs, 
we comé to the year 1848 and the 
accession of Francis Joseph. The 
Test Is the story is of yesterday.

Overcrowded Switzerland. 
t+ The much-prized privilege of visit- 
ing prisoners of war in Switzerland 
has naturally been much sought after 
by the relatives of the prisoners. The 
accommodation available has, how- 
eter, proved to be limited and the 
Secretary of the British War Office 
bas issued an announcement to this 
effect, Information, he says, has 
, been received from Switzerland that 
“the accommodation for relatives of 
British noncommissioned officers and 
men interned in that country is very 
Umited, and that only 50 persons can 


!be accommodated at Chateau d'Oex 


‘and 10 at Leysin, while no accommo- 
dation fs available at present at Mur 
ren, it is also intimated that chil- 
dren under the age of 16 cannot »e 
permitted to proceed to Switzerland. 
In these circumstances the number 
of relatives proceeding to Chateau 
d’Oex and Leysin at any one time 
must be atrictly limited, and none 
can be permitted to go to Murren 
until arrangements can be made for 
their accommodation there.

Rochat was working in a foy- 
er near Verdun, Here some 11,000 
soldiers uxed to come each day. 
noticgable charactoristic was their 
love of collecting souvenirs, and add- 
ing them to their 84-l) pack. These 
souvenira varied In form from Gere 
man helmets to rescued kittens and 
birds. The men seemed to experience 
some ditiiculty in finding ‘a name 
for these good women who fed them 
xo well, and acted as general infor- 
mation bureaus. They usually called 
them “mademoiselle,” “tante," or 
“grand mere" as age seemed to justi- 
fy. After July, Mme. Rochat ob- 
tained permission to enter the war 
zone. Here she visited two large 
prison camps. The difficulty of 
sunkding the prisoners Is greatly al- 
minished by phe use of large dogs, 
“Ambusce,” a term frequently heard 
In France, was explained by Mme. 
Rochat as meaning a mgn who has 
sought out for himself an easy job 
behind the lines, At the beginning 
of the war there were many such, but 
the scorn shown for them Is so great 
that now none are to be found. 

All the French people have given 
up thelr savings of gold and are 
proud to hold certificates stating the 
fact. <A visit to the war orphanages 
was another Interesting privilege. 
Here the children are open for adop- 
tion, but it is a strict rule that they 
may ‘not be taken out of the coun- 
try. “Instead they are trained to be- 
come useful citizens for the France 
of the future,

Jang the siudy of the Spanish lan- 
guage, literaturo, ari, and history;

CONFERENCE OF ALL DOMINIONS IN FEW WEEKS, 

LONDON, Dec. 27.—The secretary of state for the colonies 
has sent a telegram to the Dominions explaining the purposes 
of the forthcoming imperial conference announced by Premier 
Lloyd George. The telegram explains that what the government 
contemplates is not an ordinary imperial conference, but a 
special war conference of the empire. 

The Prime Minister of each of the Dominions is “invited 
to attend a series of special meetings of the war cabinet, in or- 
der to consider urgent questions affecting the prosecution of 
the war, possible conditions on which, in agreement with our 
allies, we could assent to its termination and problems which 
would then immediately arise.” 

The premiers are urged to attend at an early date—not later 
than theend of February. 

For the purpose of these meetings the various premiers will 
be members of the war cabinet. 








BERLIN CRAFTY IN ANSWER TO WILSON’S NOTE. 

WAHSINGTON, Dec. 27.—Germany’s reply to President 
Wilson’s note is regarded here as having advanced the peace 
movement another step, despite the fact that it disappoints in! 
not meeting his suggestion for an avowal of terms. 

The reception Germany's reply receives among the Entente 
Allles whose statesmen publicly declared against such a pro- 
gram now becomes the point upon which a further move is hing- 
ed. The German note probably is the prelude to a series of care- 
fully considered delicate moves in the great game of world di- 
plomacy, all possibly leading to an approach for a real discus- 
siof of peace terms on grounds which all the belligerents may 
feel can place them at no disadvantage. 

This fs the official view of Germany’s reply, so far as it has 
been formulated on the basts of the unofficial text. The official 
copy had not been received last night and President Wilson was 
keeping his mind open. s 

Neutral diplomatic quarters, too, regarded the note as a@ step 
toward peace, and rathef leaned to the view that Germany 
might follow it with a confidential communication of some sort 
outlining her terms. 7 

The view of the Entente ally embassies, frankly expressed, 
was that the note was not an answer to President Wilson's com- 
munication, but rather a document for circulation in Germany 
and in neutral countries with the object of molding opinion to 
place the responsibility of continuing the war on the Entente, 

Among the Germanic diplomats the only view expressed was! 
one of surprise that the reply had preceded receipt of the En- 
tente's response to Germany’s original peace proposal of Dec. 12 

It was everywhere agreed that the principal sticking point: 
was the lack of a definite statement of terms such as President 
Wilson asked, and such ag Lloyd George declared the Allies 
would require if. they were not to put their “heads in a noose 
with the rope end in the hands of the Germans.” It is not be- 
yond the realm of diplomacy, however, to find a way to bridge 
that difficulty, and Germany's failure is not regarded as a block 
to the negotiations, although it makes .them exceedingly diffi- 
cult. 
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FOE ONSETS IN EAST ROUMANIA GAIN SLIGHTLY. 

LONDON, Dec, 27.—According to the German official com- 
munication issued at Berlin last night, the Russians have been 
ejected from several positions in Great Wallachia. 

As the Germans do not specify these positions, and do not 
claim that they have pierced any Ruésian lines, it is presumed 
that the operations have merely consisted in tlie, driving of 
Russian detachments towards thelr main positions. It is also 
considered probable that the Russians are fighting a delaying 
action in order to give time for the ‘completion of prepared po- 
sitions in their rear and for adequate reinforcements of men and 
guns to arrive. At any rate the German advance has been steadi- 
ly slowing down until it is nearly stopped. : 

. The Russian description of the fighting on the Roumanian 
front shows that fierce attacks are being made by the enemy 
at the source of the River Srishtha, in the Dragosatzoff region. 
Roumantan troops holding the lines repelled the foe and cap- 
tured three machine guns. c 

The Russian advanced posts at the source of the Rimnik 
River were pressed back by the enemy on their main position, 
Petrograd announces. All thé German attacks, the Russians 
say, were repulsed by their fire in the Kilnau valley, west of 

imnik Sarat. 
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ECONOMIC UNION TO FOLLOW WAR. 


LONDON, Dec. 27.—The Russian foreign minister, M. Pok- 
rovski, invited the representatives of the press at Petrograd to 
an interview at which he outlined his program and his ideas in 


‘regard to’ the present political situation. Reuter’s ‘Petrograd 


correspondent says that in general the ministerial declaration, 
which seems to have been meant to take the Place of the usual 
speech befor paerliament, consisted of a few statements: ; 

First, there has been no change in the relation between Rus- 
sia and her allies. : ts 
Second, the minister declared with firm assurance that after 
the war the military alliance of France, England and Russia 
would be consolidated in a close economic union. 

Third, the war will be continued, until a decisive victory has 
been won,’ : ; 





LARGE GREEK STEAMER IS HELD AT GIBRALTAR. 


NEW YORK, Dec, 27.—The Greek line steamer Patris with 
600 passengers aboard bound from Piraeus to New York, is de- 
tained by the British at Gibraltar, it was learned today from 
N, A. Galanos, local agent of the line. ‘The British government 
having declared a blockade against Greek shipping, The Patris, 
we presume, will be detained until the blockade fs lifted.”

STRATAGEMS OF WAR. 


Clever Tricks by Which Twe Chilean 
. Warships Were Sunk. 
Between the years 1879 and 1834 the 

republics of Peru and Chile were at 
war, and, although the Peruvians were 
eventually discomfted, they displayed 
great adroitness in naval matters. On 
one occasion they succeeded tn sinking 
two Chilean warships, their clever 
strategy being thus described by Ste- 
phen Coleridge in his memoirs: 

“Boon after the Chilean fleet had set- 
tled down to the blockade of Callao 
there appeared in the bay one morning 
@ large barge of fruit that had obvious 
ly gone adrift from the shore. The 
Peruvians put out tn boats and steam 
posdiaces to bring the barge back, and 
the Chileans, seeing what was happea- 
ing, nlso sent oct pinnaces and boats 
to intercept and capture the drifting 
barge. A fierce fusillade between the 
hostile boats followed, and several men 
werp killed or wounded. At length the 


‘was ignited when a certain amount of 
the weight of the cargo was removed.

LONDON, Dec. 29.—Recent reports received here from 
Switzerland have represented the internal conditions in Austria 
Hungary as so serious that those government are prepared to 
negotiate direct with Great Britain and France, preferring a 
humiliating peace to what has been termed inevitable bank- 
ruptey an¢ ruin. , : 

The Morning Post’s Budapest correspondent, writing Dec. 
22, records opinions to the foregoing effect as being prevalent in 
some quarters in Austria-Hungary, but in no wise confirms the 
view that they are favored by the Austrian and Hungarian gov- 
ernments. On the contrary, the correspondent contends that, 
however much a separate peace may bedesired, it is almost un- 
thinkable, and certainly for the present impossible. He concurs 
with the Swiss reports as far as saying that the young emperor 
is eager to work for peace. 

“It is generally recognized,” says the correspondent, ‘that 
the emperor, after he has been crowned king of Hungary and 
taken the oath of constitution in the Austrian parliament will 
try to re-establish peace. There is little doubt that he will use 
bis influence on Germany in as friendly a way as is possible, and 
if this influence should fail, will use other kinds of pressure on 
Germany, which Germany will be unable to endure for long.” 





HUNS GUILTY OF BLACKEST PIRACY. 

LONDON, Dec. 29.—The Admrialty hag given the Associa- 
ted Press the following statement concerning the sinking of the 
British steamer Westminster, which was reported lost on Dec. 
18: s 

“The degree of savagery the Germans have attained in their 
submarine policy appears to have reached a climax in the sink- 
ing of the Westminster, which was proceeding from Torre An- 
nuziata to Port Said in ballast. On Dec. 14, when 180 miles 
from the nearest land, the Westminster was attacked by a Ger- 
man submarine without warning, ‘and was struck by two torpe 
does in quick succession, which killed four men. The Westmin- 
ster sank in four minutes. . 

“This ruthless disregard for the rules of international law 
was followed by a deliberate attempt to murder the survivors. 
The officers and crew, while affecting their escape in boats were 
shelled by the submarine at a range of 3000 yards. The master 
and chief engineer were killed outright.. Their boat was sunk. 
The second and third engineers were not picked up; it is pre- 
sumed they were drowned. oe 

“The captain of the submarine must have satisfied himself

Dr. Franz Otte Koch, writing in the 
Popular Science Monthly, gives a de- 
acription of the Chincse physician and 
how he practices, 

“The. native Chinese doctor is a curt 
esity,” writes Dr. Koch “He passes 
no examination; he requires no quallf- 


“| cations; he may hare failed in business 


and set up as a physician. In his new 
profession he requires little stock in 
trade, medical instruments being al‘ 
most unknown, 

“Acupancture, as it is called, is one 
of the nine branches recognized: in 
medical sclence among the Chinese. 
It fs of most ancient origin, having 
deen in use from time immemorial 
‘There are 637 markings to be learned. 
Every square inch on the human sur 
face has its own name, and some rela. 
don to the fnternal parts, purely tmagi- 
nary, is assigned to it. The user is 
cautioned -against wounding the ar- 
teries; hence he must know. the posi- 
“ton of the blood vessels. By close 
study of a manikin plerced with holes 
the Chinese physician fears where to 
drive his needles. Parts of the body 
are selected which may be plerced 
without fatal results. Sometimes beat 
is applied to tho outer end of the 
needle, and this is called a hot acu- 
puncture, but the needle is never beat- 
2 before insertion. 

“The needle used looks very much 
like a sewing machine needle, but it ts 
Jonger and coarser. Some of the Chi- 
nese doctors-have needles two feet 
long and aro sipposed by ardent ad- 
mirers to be able to drive these in- 
struments entirely through the pa- 
tlent’s body. ‘Tne great alze of the 
needles ig in reality intended to rep- 
resent the greatness of the owner's 
skill and reputation. The needles 
used are of elght forms, as follows: 
The arrowhead, blunt puncturing. 
spear pointed, fusiform. round, capil- 
lary, long and thick. The point of in- 
sertion, the depth and direction are all 
important. The method fs usually to 
drive the needle through the distended 
akin by a blow from a light mallet. 

“If he can get an old book of pre- 
scriptions from a retiring practitioner 
so much the better for the Chinese 
doctor, He ts now equipped to kill or 
cure, as chance or his Ignorance may 
dictate. The doctor most entiticd to

| FREE CITIES OF GERMANY. 


Bremen, Hamburg and Lubeck and the 
Hanseatic League. 

Bremen, one of the “free” cities of 
Germany, is a republic. ‘However, that 
fs by no means the most remarkable 

ig about this seaport. Its mayor 
holds rank similar to that of our prési- 
Gent. It has a senate of sixteen mem- 
bers and a “convent” or house of rep- 
resentatives of 160 members, When it 
was united with the German empire it 
retained all }tg republican principles, as 
also did Hamburg and Lubeck, the oth- 
er two “free cities” of Germany, 

When all the seas were swarming 
with pirates a curious league of cities. 
in all parts of Europe sprang up. . At 
one tlme there were ninety of. them, 
and they formed a government of their 
own within and oveslapping the geo- 
graphical governments to which they 
belonged. ‘They were all commercial 
centers and were known as tho Hanse- 
atic league, or the Hansa towns. The 
capital of the league was at Lubeck, 
and the assemblies which met there 
had sufficient power to coerce hostile 
governments and. to deal drastically 
with the pirates that preyed upon the 
shipping of the league's members, 

The last general assembly was held 
in 1669, after which Hamburg, Bremen 
and Lubeck formed a new Hanseatic 
union.—Exchange,

One 
was the Honorable Bob Rogers, who 
had his nose put oul of joint tempor- 
arily by Sir Sam's eclipsing the Pub- 
lic Works Department as the big 
spender, But the Honorable Bob 
made up his quarrel with Sir Sam 
and practically kissed him in public. 
So it couldn't have been Bob, who 
hasn't any aspirations to be Premier 
anyhow. Let Bob make the élections 
,of bis country and he cares not who 
| wears the feathers, 

The only other person Sir Sam 
could have alluded to is Sir Thomas, 
who was well known to be at daggers 
with the gallant Lieutenant-General 
and who was instrumental in getting 
the Imperial Munitions Board form- 
ed with Mr. J, W. Flavelic as ils 
chairman in the name and place of 
the old Bertram Shell Committee, 
which was confessedly Sam’s_ war 
baby. It is quite reasonable to Bup- 
pose that Sir Sam would not be will- 
ing to serve under a statesman who 
had whipsawed his pet project that 
way. It was-also quite reasonable 
for gossip to associate Sir Thomas 
and Mr. Flavelle in the rumors of a 
National Government, considering 
how close the affiliations of the two 
men were and still'are.

Stamps Used by Spies. 
Published reports that Great Brit- 
tain has forbidden the importation 
of postage stamps from the United ~ 
States are incorrect. England has, 
however, placed a ban on the unre- 
stricted exportation of stamps. 
The Government now classes as 
luxuries the stamps that are dealt in 
commercially. The action chiefly. af- 
fects dealers who herctofore have 
sent large stocks of stamps out of 
England into the hands of Americans 
and other foreigners. 
The British Government gave no 
oficial reason for its action in for- 
Didding the general exportation of 
stamps, but it Is understood that the 
activities of sples pronipted the new 
order, By using the approval sheets 
sent out to neutral countries the 
spies were able to convey valuable 
information to their friends. . Their 
communications were cleverly dis- 
guised, Sheets of stamps with the 
labels arranged in a certain manner 
indicated a certain message that 
could be translated by anyone who 
held the kéy to the code, , 
For that reason only recognized: 
postage-stamp dealers who receive’ 
Jicenses from the War Office are per- 
mitted to send out stamps. So Brit- 
ish boys and girls are not now re- 
ceiving consignments of sheets on ap- 
proval from American dealers, for” 
the reason that the dealers do not 
care to send their sheets to England, — 
because they cannot get them back 
until after the close of the war. Brit- 
ish dealers have warned their. Ameri-_ 
can agents here not to submit sheets —

One ton of alfalfa hay contalas 
about 1.800 pounds dry matter or 1.000 
pounds digestible nutrients; eight-tons 
of well matured corm silage contain 
about 4,200 pounds dry matter or 2800 
pounds digestible nutrients. There- 
fore the same space will store nearty 
three times as moch digestible notri- 
lenta in the form of corn silago as ta 
the form of alfalfa.
